AN ACT to amend section 1590 of the revised statutes, entitled 
'Of police regulations." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Relating to po- SECTION 1. Section 1590 of the revised statutes Hee regulation. s  • I hereby amended so as to read as follows: Sec- 
tion 1590. The common council of any city, and 
the board of trustees of any village, are authorized 
to regulate uniformly, by ordinances passed ac-
cording to law, the sale by auction of goods, 
wares and merchandise or other property within 
their respective cities or villages; and thereby 
may prohibit, under proper fines or penalties any 
sales at auction therein by any person without 
license, and require quarterly or monthly reports, 
verified by affidavit, to be made by every auction-
eer to the municipal clerk, and require sufficient 
bonds from the licensee for compliance with any 
such ordinance, and require the payment of a 
license fee of not less than five (5) nor more than 
one hundred and fifty (150) dollars per year, in ad-
dition to any percentage they may fix, not exceed-
ing five per centum upon the gross amount of 
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sales made; but they shall not require the payment 
of any duty in the cases excepted in section 1585. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

enact and revive chapter 67 of the private and local laws of 
1168, entitled an act to provide for an abstract of tax sales 
in the county of Waupaca." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Chapter 137 of the laws of 1874, en- Abstract a 

titled "an act to amend section 1 of chapter 67 of tax sales. 
the private and local laws of 1868," entitled "an 
act to provide for an abstract of tax sales in the 
county of Waupaca," approved March 7, 1874, is 
hereby repealed, and chapter 67 of the private and 
local laws of 1868, entitled "an act to provide for 
an abstract of tax sales in the county of Wau-
paca," approved February 15. 1868, is hereby re-
vived and declared to be in full force and effect. 
The act so intended to be revived and re-enacted, 
is in the words and figures following, to wit: "It 
shall be the duty of the county clerk of the county 
of Waupaca, state of Wisconsin, to procure suit-
able books, at the expense of said county of 
Waupaca, and to get up and maintain therein, an 
abstract of tax sales, and to post and note therein 
all sales made by said county of Waupaca for 
taxes each year, commencing with the sale for 
the year 1862, and to note in a conspicuous man-
ner all deeds, redemptions, etc. And as a compen-
sation for such services, the said county clerk 
shall be paid the sum of five (5) cents for each tract 
entered in such abstract for each year, to be paid 
from the county treasury, and which arhount 
shall be over and above his regular salary; pro-
vided, that the amount for which said county 
shall be liable shall not exceed the sum of six 
hundred dollars ($600), for the services of said 
clerk for making said abstract of tax sales up to 
and including the sales of 1867."
